Atlanta voters, at the polls yes- 
terday, defeated the proposition to 
increase the tax rate from $1.25 to 
$1.56, in order to secure needed ad- 
ditional revenue for the city, and the 
$1,000,000 bond issue for improve- 
ments at the waterworks, motoriza- 
tion of the fire department, erec- 
tion of a new building for the cy- 
clorama, and the establishment of 
an electric plant at the crematory. 
~ Every item of the bond issue was 


| lost, and the- tax restoration was 


killed by a majority of 895 votes. 


While the waterworks bonds re- 
ceived more than two-thirds of the 
total votes on this item, this did not 
constitute a majority of the total 
registration, therefore these bonds 
shared the same fate with the oth- 
er items—fire department, cyclora- 
ma and electric plant at crema- 
tory—which fell short in each case 
even of the two-thirds needed un- 
der the law. 

Negroes Oppose Higher Tax. 

In the first and fourth wards, 
both of which contain a large ne- 
gro population, the tax increase met 
its most severe setback. The col- 
ored vote was massed almost sol- 
idly against it, their strength being 
most apparent in Precinct B, in the 
fourth ward, where the ballot box 
received 562 votes against the pro- 
Posed tax raise out of a total of 
602 cast. 

The measure met another Water- 
loo in the eighth ward which is 
ithe largest and wealthiest ward in 
the city. 

The total vote on the question of 
tax restoration was 9,243. Favoring 
the measure were 4,174 votes, while 
5,069 ballots opposed it.

By President Merrick, of 
Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation—Banker Thinks 
Wilson Should Be Look- 
ing After Home Troubles 


Chicago, April 23.—Speaking at 
the first annual convention of the 
Mississippi Valley association to- 
day, attended by 500 bankers and 
business men, representing twenty- 
two states, H. H. Merrick, Chicago 
banker and president of the organ- 
ization, criticised President Wilson 
for going to Europe and leaving 
the United States without govern- 
mental leadership during the most 
critical period of the reconstruction 
period. He also attacked the na- 
tional administration for its al- 
leged failure to formulate a defi- 
nite policy toward btisiness. Mr. 
Merrick appealed to business inter- 
ests to take a more active part in 
political and government affairs, 

“Fifty-two per cent of the ener. 
}tire votes of the country is in the 
Mississippi valley,” said Mr. Mer- 
rick. “Congress will do what we 
want or hear from us. I believe 
in idealism and theory in their 
proper place, but I do not believe 
that place is in the direction of 
the policy of the United States that 
bears upon my life, liberty and pur- 
sult of happiness.

BISHOP EMBREE HUSS 
PASSES INTO BEYOND 


Muskogee, Okla., April 23.—Bishop 
Entjree Hoss, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, died at his 
home here at 9:30 o’clock tonight 
following a paralytic stroke two 
months ago. He was born in Jones- 
boro, Tenn., April 14, 1849. 

Bishop Hoss, also Widely known 
as a writer, editor and educator, 
was educated at Emory and Henry 
college, Emory, Va. 

He married Miss Abbie B. Clark, 
Christiansburg, Va. ,in November, 
1872. He had entered the Holston 
conference of the M. E. church, 
south, in 1869, and was in charge 
of the pastorate at Knoxville, Tenn., 
in 1870. At the close of his year 
at Knoxville he was transferred to 
the Pacific coast conference and 
was pastor at San Francisco in 1872, 
after which he was transferred to 
the North Carolina conference and 
was pastor at Asheville in 1875. 

Doctor Hoss became president of 
the Martha Washington college, 
Abingdon, Va., in 1876. In 1881 he 
was made vice president of Emory 
and Henry college, later becoming 
its president. 

He was professor of ecclesiastical 
history in Vanderbilt university 
from 1885 until he became the ed- 
itor of The Nashville Christian Ad- 
vocate in 1890. This work he con- 


tinued until 1902. 

His more pretentious writings in- 
clude “The New Age,” published in 
1906: swavid Morton, a Biography,” 
1916; “Methodist Fraternity and 
Federation,” a compilation of es- 
says and papers, 1913, and “William 
McKendree, a Biographical Study,” 
1914. 

In 199° he was confirmed as bish- 
op and continued his bishopric un- 
til relieved in May, 1918, on account 
of illness. Since that time he had 
been making his home with a son 
in Muskogee, Okla.

System —System Only 
Needs More Facts, De- 
clares Wigmore. 


Washington, April 23.—The rad- 
ical difference of opinion that ex- 
ists not only in military circles, but 
among lawyers, as to the present 
system of military justice was 
brought out sharply today before 
the committee of the American Bar 
association in the conflicting views 
presented by Lieutenant Colonel 
Samuel T. Ansell, the officer of the 
regular army, who is chief assail- 
ant of the system, and Colonel John 
Wigmore, temporary officer and 
widely known as a student of law 
in civil life, but the most active de- 
fender of the present system in the 
absence of Major General Crowder, 
judge advocate general. 

“The curt-martial system does 
not need more law, but more facts,” 
Colonel Wigmore asserted, urging 
that amendment of the present sys- 
tem to insure “perfectly fearless 
counsel for the accused” to bring 
out the facts would go far toward 
remedying such defects as had been 
disclosed. 

“There is a feeling that by put- 
ting in more technical law we will 
get more justice,” he added. 
believe that.” 

Colonel Ansell, resuming his ar- 
gument, which will not be conclud- 
ed for another day, defined the real 
issue as the question: 

“Whether military justice is go- 
ing to be conducted by hard-and- 
fast military rules or is going to 
take on an aspect of civil justice.” 

“If we had had legal control from 
the beginning of the proceedings,” 
he asserted, after displaying charts 
showing the extensive machinery set 
up in the judge advocate general’s 
office to correct errors, ‘we would 
have had no need for this great re- 
visory machinery at the top.” 

Took Issue With Ansell, 


Colonel Wigmore took direct is- 
sue with statements made by Sen- 
aoe Chamberlain and Colonel An- 
sell. 

_He quoted a speech made by Mr. 
Chamberlain on the floor of the sen- 
ate which declared that the army 
court-martial system represented 
neither a system of justice por a 
System of law. 

“If any man, after any rational 
inquiry whatever, holds to that 
view,’ Colonel Wigmore declared, 
“he is hopeless.” 

Similarly he challenged Colonel 
Ansell’s frequently repeated charge 


| that the military justice system is 


“archaic.” On the contrary, Colonel 
Wigmore declared, there are ele-

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Little Army Camp| MEMORIAL TO HEROES 


UN STONE MOUNTAIN 


The decision to take up at once 
an active campaign in the interest 
of the war memorial on Stone Moun- 
tain, the election of new officers 
for the memorial association, and 
the adoption of resolutions asking 
that Governor Dorsey be offered a 
part of Stone Mountain for a state 
memorial to the 1,405 men from 
Georgia who died in France dur- 
ing the war with Germany, were 
the features of the meeting yester- 
day of the Stone Mountain Memorial 
association. 

Mrs. Hallie Alexander Rounsa- 
ville, founder and first president of 
the association, was named honor- 
ary president when she declined to 
accept the presidency for another 
year. 

The association unanimously 
voted in favor of raising funds for 
the memorial designed by Gutzon 
Borglum, famous sculptor, as a 
fitting monument to the _ confed- 
erate dead. 

It also was unanimously decided 
that committees be appointed at 
once to push the memorial work 
under the new administration. The 
portion of Stone Mountain upon 
which the monument will be erect- 
ed was donated to the Daughters of 
the Confederacy by S. H. Venable. 
The memorial association was sub- 
sequently formed under the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy. 

The designs of Gutzon Borglum, 
which purposes to show in heroic 
figures the drama of the confed- 
eracy carved in the stone, was de- 
cided upon, and organization to 
raise funds for the work on the 
monument was being perfected when 
the United States went to war 
against Germany.

Bow Ornament as Prize. 


Through Governor Dorsey, the 
bow ornament taken from the United 
States battleship Georgia has been 
offered as a prize to the county in 
this state which secures the largest 
percentage of its taxpayers as sub- 
scribers to thé Victory Liberty Loan. 
Announcement of this offer was 
made yesterday by Haynes McFad- 
den, chairman of the Sixth Federal 
Reserve district executive committee. 

The ornament is suitable as a dec- 
oration for a building or the én- 
trance Of a public park. It is thir- 
ty-five feet in length and seven 
feet high in thé center. It is made 
of cast brass, with sheet iron back- 
ing, and weighs 2,000 pounds. 

The ornament was placed on the 
battleship Georgia in 1905, but was 
removed three years later when the 
navy department decided to paint all 
Visible portions of the mén-of-war 
drab. The bow piece was loaned to 
the state for an indefinite period 
and will bé pas¢éqd on to the county 
winning it, with the same under- 
standinge.. 

Géorgia counties are expected to 
get in a lively contest for t° his- 
toric ornament.

\a Year Ago Today in War 


The personality of the president 
of the TWhnited States and the in- 
fluence which he exercised over 
Switzerland’s economics situation 
have led to divers manifestations of 
that country’s deep gratitude to 
America. 

A committee, supported by the 
citizens of all the Helvetian Can- | 
tons was consequently formed in | 
Geneva last summer, in order to' 
arrange a Swiss national subscrip- | 
tion to have a commemorative medal 
cagt in recognition of the brotherly | 
help which the people of the United | 
States gave to the Swiss at a criti-| 
cal moment during the war. 

In its appeal to the Swiss people 

‘ } 
the committee declares that “the | 
Americans have given us a help- 
ing hand across the ocean. They 
havé in a most generous way im- 
posed many privations upon them- 
selves in order to ship the necessary 
supplies of cereals to Europe. 


“This noble deed which is deeply 
imprinted in so many hearts is to 
be brought to the memory of pos- 
terity by a work of the Swiss Sculp- 
tor Hans Frei of Basle. It is a large 
souvenir medal, showing the Ameri- 
can eagle flying across the ocean 
with a sheaf of wheat.” 

The reverse side contains the fo}- 
lowing inscription in English, below 
the Swiss coat of arms: 

“To the President and People of 
the United States of America. The 
ae of the Swiss Familtea 
1918.”’

A 
physical training commission, there- 
fore, functioned with the duty of 
seeing that every school is equipped 
with a regular curriculum of physi- 
cal training periods, suited to the 
ages of the pupils, with the same 
system of advancement as in the 
other branches of school work, and 
that proper equipment is provided, 
and experienced teachers employed, 
and so on, will be of inestimable 
value to the proper schooling of 
Georgia’s boys and girls.

Washington, April 23.—Revised 
casualty totals announced today by 
the war department plaeed the to- 
tal of dead in the army ahd marine 
corps at 75,344, of which 33,887 were 
killed in action. Prisoners reported 
were 4,791, including 15 reported 
now held by the Bolsheviki. Of 
prisoners previously held by the 
central powers the records now show 
281 died during internment and 118 
of doubtful status. 

The grand total of wounded in the 
list is 201,230, of whom it has been 
estimated more than 85 per cent re- 
turned to duty.

for further seasoning in 1909. The 
next year he joined the hurling staff 
of the Yankees, then managed by 
George Stallings. Ford was the sen- 
sation of the year, winning twenty- 
six games while he met but six de- 
feats. His work was largely in- 
strumental in enabling the Yanks 
to finish in second place. In that 
year Ford proved himself the great- 
est recruit that ever broke into fast 
company. In 1911 Russ had twenty- 
two wins against eleven defeats. In 
1912 he scored but thirteen triumphs 
as against twenty-one defeats, and 
was knocked out of the box repeat- 
edly. Except for his one big year 
with the Feds when the emery Dall 
saved his bacon, Russ has never re- 
deemed the great promise of his 
early career in the majors.

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WIDOW SAYS ALVAREZ 
“DIED FOR MEXICO” 


New Orleans, April 23.—Senora 
Rosenda Cuellar de Alvarez, widow 
of General Francisco Alvarez, who 
was executed early yesterday morn- 


‘ing by a firing squad, was notified 
here of her husband’s death for the 


first time by nowspaper men. Senora 


Alvarez was prostrated with grief 
when she heard the news. 

When an Associated Press dispatch 
telling of the general’s execution 
was read to her she broke into sobs 
and cried: 

“Stop! stop! I don’t want to hear 
any more, It is only too true. Too 
true!” 

Senora Alvarez’s 9-year-old daugh- 
ter, Luise, was not with her when 
the news was broken to her. It 
was said the daughter was visiting 
friends here. She is a student of 
St. Joseph’s academy. 

Fits of Weeping. 

Punctuating her statement with 
fits of weeping, Senora Alvarez said 
she had heard of her husband's ar-

he would ever receive the 
penalty. She said her hus- 
band left her here in August and 
went to New York, where he joined 
General Blanquet. From there the 
two went to Vera Cruz, she said. 

The last letter from General Al- 
varez to his family was written 
March 22, she said. “‘We came to 
New Orleans four years ago,” the 
senora declared, “when my husband 
was forced out of Mexico City by 
the rise of Carranza of power.” 

“My husband died for Mexico,” 
she continued. “The story of his 
death is so like him that I can not 
doubt it and for his sake I shall be 
brave as well as for the sake of my 
little daughter. My husband did not 
believe that peace would ever come 
to Mexico under the Carranza 
regime. He wanted only honest gov- 
ernment in the interests of all the 
people. He has always been anti- 
Carranza and two years ago af- 
filiated himself with the Diaz revo- 
lutionary movement. 

Last Words to Wife. 

“He came to New York with the 
Mexican commission and was en- 
trusted with the important mission 
of buying ammunition. The _ em- 
bargo on shipping because of the 
war with Germany interfered with 
his plans and rendered his efforts 
on behalf of his country of no avail. 
When he kissed me good-by at our 
home in New Orleans last August 
almost his last words to me were: 
‘We shall win for Mexico.’ 

“My last letter from him was 
written March 22. In it he said: 
‘We are just setting out for serv- 
ice. We shall win and the day is 
not far distant when we shall all be 
united and happy in Mexico.’ 

‘“T am convinced my husband's 
execution was illegal. I shall ap- 
peal for redress. I do not think now 
I shall ever return to Mexico I 
shall live for my daughter.” 

Mrs. Alvarez's only relative in this 
country is her grandmother who 
lives in Brownsville, Texas, and who 
she says is 101 years old. Before 


'the war in Mexico the family lived 


in Querataro, where General Al- 
varez was a tile manufacturer. He 
has large property interests in Mex- 
ico, most of which have been con- 


'fiscated by the Carranza govern- 
| ment, his widow said.

New York, April 23.—Coincident 
with an announcement by United 
States District Attorney Caffey that 
he hed received no instructions from 
Washington to prosecute brewers 
distributing beer of 2% per cent 
alcoholic content in violation of food 
conservation regulations promul- 
gated by the internal revenue de- 
partment, government counsel 
stated here today that the depart- 
ment had taken steps to permit re- 
sumption of beer bottling. Collec- 
tors throughout the country have 
been directed, it was stated, to un- 
seal the locks on brewery pipe lines, 
which have remmined idle since 
brewing was forbidden by presiden- 
tial proclamation December 1, last. 

The announcements were made in 
federal court in the course of an ar- 
gument on the government’s motion 
to dismiss the brewers’ suit to re- 
strain official interference with the 
production of a 2% per cent brew, 
alleged to be non-intoxicating. Spec- 
ulation resulted as to whether the 
government’s attitude, including au- 
thorization made early this week of 
the sale of revenue stamps hitherto 
denied the manufacturers, would 
continue after the war-time prohibi- 
tion act becomes effective next 
Thursday.
